Community Future 


Is the Issue Today 


Today is a critical one for Atlanta and 
Fulton County. It will go down in history 
as a decisive moment for the metropoli- 
tan area in meeting the challenge of 
growth which the times have thrust upon 
us. 


It is, of course, inconceivable that vot- 
ers will fail to approve the $86,930,000 
bond issue which is the stake in today’s 
election. While the sum seems huge, it 
actually is a conservative estimate of 
actual need. Such estimates in the past 
often have proved inadequate as the gen- 
erative forces of progress outdistance 
them.

Clear- 
ance of slums and costly deterioration 
must be checked. Other items such as court 
facilities and parks go hand in hand with 
increased demands of population. 


The Constitution is for the bond issue 
In its entirety. We urge all citizens to go 
to the polls today and give it an over- 
whelming affirmative vote. While the 
majority undoubtedly is for it, unless 
they show up to vote, the opposition 
might well outnumber them at counting 
time. 

Today Atlantans and Fulton Countians 
can show their continued faith in the 
future. We are sure they will do so.

Shames All Georgians 


Polio cases in eight Southeastern 
states total more than in any other region. 


There is a reason. 


The number of Salk vaccine shots giv- 
en to children and persons under 20 
years of age is lower in those eight states 
than in the remainder of the nation. 
Georgians have shamefully neglected 
their children. So have the people of Ala- 
bama. These two states, Georgia and 
Alabama, are the states which on a per- 
centage basis have given the fewest num- 
ber of Salk vaccine shots. 

Some 50 million persons under 40 have 
not yet availed themselves of this safe 
and effective vaccine. 

One reason for the low number of 
shots given in Georgia is the cost. Some 
states and many firms have arranged with 
qualified nurses to give the shots at cost. 
In some states the medical association it- 
self has sponsored such drives, being 
aware that polio in time can be elimi- 
nated. It is almost criminal folly for 
children to be left vulnerable to polio and 
a life of partial or complete paralysis, 
when three shots of Salk vaccine will 
prevent it. . 

Let community leaders throughout 
Georgia do something about the shameful 
state of affairs which has us at the bot- 
tom of the list in concern for our chil- 
dren's immunity to polio.

Mr. Perry first entered politics in 
1900 with his election as mayor of Law- 
renceville. He later served his community 
in the State Legislature and in other local 
capacities. He entered the state scene in 
1911 when he was elected to the Public 
Service Commission, becoming its chair- 
man in 1927. 

Except for a brief interruption when 
he and other members were ousted from 
the commission by Gov. Eugene Talmadge, 
he served in that capacity until illness 
forced his retirement only recently. His 
re-election time after time is proof of 
the caliber of his service as well as the 
affection held for him by his fellow Geor- 
gians. 

The Constitution joins in tribute and 
gratitude to a faithful servant of the peo- 
ple and offers sincere sympathy to the 
Perry family in his passing.

AUGUSTA, April 16—Many a Southern city that had led a 
peaceful, almost gentle, existence was thrust suddenly at the 
end of World War II into a period of rapid transition bringing 
metropolitan-sized populations—and problems. 
, Though Augusta was no exception, its most 
& furious growth was delayed until the start of 
this decade—with government payrolls providing 

the impetus. 
F First came the reactivation of Camp Gor- 
“@% don in 1948, and its growth into permanent status 

; as Ft. Gordon last year. 
Then came the Savannah River Plant of the 
Atomic Energy Comission, with an explosive 
economic impact that reached a peak when con- 
struction employment rose to nearly 40,000 in 
the fall of 1952.

because of its government installations. 

Carter says the present.municipal water system is modern 
and efficient—but that it must be extended into the expanding 
suburban areas, which of course means more spending. 


Meanwhile, city officials have been working nights on a new 


$5,000,000-plus budget for the year beginning May 1. 


It is to be based on the city’s new tax equalization program, 


which is designed to spread the tax load more fairly than before 
rather than to bring any significant increase in revenues. 


With an eye toward trimming the budget—or at least deriving 


more effective use of revenues—Hamilton figures the city could 


save quite a tidy sum by cutting garbage collection from five 
days a week to three—or even two. 


The mayor says he’s already tested this idea in his own 
neighborhood with, so far, no squawks. But he’s not sure just how 
much ire it would draw if it suddenly affected the whole city. 

One local sore spot, housing, is felt to be on a level compara- 
ble with other Southeastern cities of approximately the same size 
as Augusta. 

According to the 1950 census, about 52 per cent of Augusta's 
27,000 dwellings—or about 15,000—were substandard. And Twiggs 
estimates that about 1,000 of the presently occupied dwelling 
units are uninhabitable and. should be condemned. 

But that can’t be done until there is sufficient new housing 
in which to relocate the families—mostly Negro—living in the 
deteriorated structures. 

The first step in this direction came last year with the authori- 
zation of a $6,500,000 Negro housing project in the eastern sector 
of the city. 

Since there are hundreds of vacant, low-priced homes for 


white families in Augusta, relocation of those living in substand- 
ard units is no problem at all. 

That, says Carter, is one reason the city’s first urban renewel 
(slum clearance) program is aimed at a white neighborhood. Now 
in the late planning stages, this program—the Walton way-Cal- 
houn street urban renewal project—is also pegged on alleviating 
traffic congestion by giving west side drivers a new connector 
giving easier access to the central business district. 

Of the 72 structures in this area, more than half have no pri- 
vate baths. Yet 167 families and 26 single persons occupy its 211 
dwelling units at this time. 

This area is planned eventually as a warehouse district, 
since it is crossed diagonally by the main line of one of the six 
railroads serving the city. 

Next in line for renewal, says Carter, is a Negro section of 200 
structures (350 dwelling units) on the east side of Augusta south 
of Gwinnett street. 

He called the blight in this area ‘‘cancerous—especially in the 
Twiggs street area, where it is rotten.”’ 

Carter pointed out that Augusta already has come a long way 
in street paving, with more than 60 per cent hard-surfaced now 
compared to about 35 per cent in 1947. 

In addition, construction started last year on the six-lane 
Washington road superhighway, and the superhighway already in 
operation from Ft. Gordon to Gwinnett street will be extended 
through the city between Fourth and Fifth streets. A new bridge 
across the.Savannah River will connect it with the already-built 
superhighway in South Carolina. 

Another happy aspect of Augusta’s growth was highlighted 
last year by the formal opening of the $15,000,000 Eugene Tal- 
madge Memorial Hospital next to the Medical College of Georgia 
and the University Hospital. 

This strengthened Augusta’s position as one of the South’s 
leading medical centers. The city also has Oliver General Hospital 
and one other Veterans Administration hospital in its borders. 

As soon as the move is made into the new city-county build- 
ing—probably in August—the old city hall will be razed to make 
room for a $950,000 library. 

Though some feel it is not doing so fast enough, these and 
other signs show that Augusta is making headway in its transi- 
tion from an overgrown country town to a metropolitan city.

Griffin praised the work of the 
convention bureau, which in 1956 
promoted 522 conventions, trade 
shows and meetings that drew 
182,290 delegates to Atlanta.
